In spite of regular class room instruction a 

significant percentage of children fail to make progress 

in academic performance. The objective of the present 

study was to identify the nature of the learning problems 

of these students and help them through suitable remedial 

education. 25 studentS ■ with learning problems were 

assessed for language and arithmetical skills. They were 
*■ * 
allotted randomly to 5 groups. Each group was given 

around 25 sessions of remedial education. At the end of 
25 sessions, a post-treatment assessment was done. The 
results indicated that there was significant improvement 
in language and arithmetic skills. There was no signi¬ 
ficant difference between the students who took tuition 
and those who did not take tuition.

While asserting thet nonverbal learning disorders 

may be more debilitating than verbal learning disorders, 

an attempt has been made to present their various types

and the ways by which they may be assessed and intervention 
program planned. Research in this area indicates that 
children with nonverbal disorders may have difficulty 
differentiating and interpreting facial expression, have 
a defective sense of others or own body parts are unable 
to understand concepts of time, space and direction. The 
types of disorders shown by these children are strikingly 
similar to the nonverbal disorders observed in patients 
with acquired brain lesion. The paper advocates a plea 
for greater specificity in future research in this area.

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TITLE OP THE PAPER: "LEARNING DIFFICULTIES OF PRIMARY 

SCHOOL CHILDREN" 


K.G.Desai* 

A project to detect cases of learning problems of 
primary school children in six schools of Navrangpura area 
of Ahmedabad city was undertaken in Gujarat University, 
Ahmedabad in which three municipal schools and three 
private schools were involved. One class of grade IV was 
selected from each school for the experiment and a 
diagnostic test in Gujarati Language and arithmetic was 
administered to each of these classes. A class of one 

i 

school- which was an experimental school of a Primary 

Training College and which had hardly any problem of 

learning difficulty was kept as a Control Group. A class 

* 

of another school was split into two groups - one part 
having pupils wit’" no learning difficulty acted as a 
second Control Group and the remaining pupils formed an 
experimental group. The classes of the other four 
schools acted as Experimental Groups. 

All 272 pupils of the six classes of the six 
schools were administered an intelligence test- 
Dr.Pramila Phatak's Draw-a-man Test. The five experi-

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mental groups were given a remedial programme in the 
two subjects, but the two Control Groups were not given 
any such programme, After an interval of six months, 
the original diagnostic test was again administered to 
all the six groups and the increase in their scores were 
counted. Means and Sds of the gain in scores were 
calculated and those of Experimental groups were compared 
with those of the Control Groups. 

The results showed an increase in the scores of 
all the Experimental Groups but not of the Control Groups, 
thus providing the efficacy of the remedial programme. 
However, the increase was not so much as one would expect. 
A number of cases of low achievement were detented in 
five schools, perhaps because of the abolition of annual 
examination in the first two grades which took away the 
initiative from the pupils. Poverty of parents and 
apathy of teachers towards their duties m s y be the real 
reasons of the low achievement and less profiting 
through the remedial programme.

Learning disability is a root cause of under-* 
achievement in the classroom on the part of studen"ts. 

It is not easy to pin point the factors that contribute 
to learning disability in a child. There are varied 
explanations of the concepts of ‘learning disability' 
but for the purpose of the present paper the definition 
given by Christine Sleeter has been accepted. She 
states "I would argue that learning disabilities is none 
of these. Children who come to be called ‘learning 
disabled' are for the most part normal children who have 

not experienced success in the regular class-room because

their past learning modalities simply happen to be 
something other then reading and writing*’. 

Study habits of Scheduled Caste students in

4. Whether there is any relationship between 
class-room achievement motivation and study 
skills in the students. 

In all 697 S.C. students belonging to 7th & 10th 
class of Residential schools in A. P.were included in the 
sample. Rammurthy's study skill inventory was employed 
to find out the study habits of the subjects. Rao 1 2 ^ 
Achievement Motivation test was used to find out 
achievement motivation in the students. The main findings 
of the study are summarised as followss 

1. Class-room achievement motivation contributes 
to good study habits. 

2. Students in lower classes show better study 
skills mainly because of less distraction. 
Girls are better in study skills than boys.

The classification of learners has always been a 

controversial issue. In the general assessment model, 

individuals are classified to indicate similarities and

fication the point of reference is the average score of 
the group. 

While the conventional classification provides 
some parameters for a general assessment model, more 
specific information is necessary for a realistic, 
pragmatic model of labeling with more importance attached 
to the individual learner. This requires that specific 
questions to addressed so that the model is not only 
conceptual but also workable and effective. One such 
specific question iss "Does the learner achieve in

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TITLE OF THE PAPERS PSYCHOLOGICAL ASPECTS OF SCHOOL 

READINESS

An attempt was made to study The Psychological 
Aspects of School Readiness among children in the age 
group of 3 to 5 years. 


A sample of 75 children were randomly taken from 
various play homes and kid care centres in Bangalore. The 
Readiness Test, THE VINELAND SOCIAL MATURITY SCALE and 
the Mother’s Interaction Scale were administered. The 
obtained results were analysed using the Phi-co-efficient 
and 't’ ratio to know the nature and significance of 
differences on the variables Readiness, Social Maturity 
and (Mother's Interaction) Home environment. 


Different patterns of mother-child interaction 
affects Social Quotient of the child, but there is no 
significant .relationship between Readiness and mother-child 
interaction. There is no relationship between Social 
Quotient and Readiness of the child. Socio Economic 
Status discriminates between levels of Readiness only in 
in the Middle and upper Socio Erononiic status groups. 
Differences in chronological age show no significant 
differences in the Readiness of the children.

‘ There are enormous differences in how well different 

pupil reads. Readers also differs in the amount of 
learning they obtain from what they read. Good readers 
not only understand the literal facts in the given 
material but also make out various inferences and conclusions. 
By contrast, poor readers may not even accurately comprehend 
or retain the main points. 

Children with poor reading ability lag behind their 
peers and possibly fail dismally in their academic work. 

The existence of poor reading ability has important 
implications as it is a major medium of acquiring further 
knowledge and skills. This reading ability is not all 
caused by a single factor/determinant. Some of these 
determinants are

If these above determinants are taken care adequately, 
the reading ability of the children can be improved a lot.

Further, to adequately take care of these factors, school 
and family, both together should burden the responsibility.

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TITLE OF THE PAPERS .THE LEARNING PROBLEMS OF THE CHILDREN 

ON THE ELEMENTARY LEVEL

In our country elementary education is rather 
neglected. To remove this lacuna, Maharashtra Government 
has put elementary education in a charge of a full hedged 
Minister. So far we had been copying the western model 
forgetting that their problems and difficulties were 
irrelevant to conditions in our country. One of the 
problems we are facing is the lack of both environmental 
and intrinsic motivation. Secondly there is a question 
of testing and remedial teaching. There is again the 
problem of social cultural and economic disparities in 
the various social groups. 

Our environment is not conducive to effective 
learning and generally our parents in the rural areas are 
apathatic towards education, and hence they are not 
providing motivation to their childrens. Our education 
system is absolutely politicised so much so that there 
is hardly any academic freedom for the teachers. There 
is no effective procedure for identification of the 
bright child. This leads a serious national loss. In

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metropolitan cities like Mumbai is the tremendous problem 
of housing and the child neither gets sufficient space at 
borne to study and pursue his/her hobbies. Also* there are 
no playground facilities in the neighbourhood and thus the 
protentialities of the young going humer organism, the 
child, cannot fructify. 

There is also the problem of qualified school teachers 
who are dedicated to their work. For a majority of them 
joining the teaching profession was a matter of chance, 
accident. Then in our elementary schools, particularly in 
rural areas, the staffing is inadequate. There.are still 
many one-teacher-one room schools in rural India. Remedial 
teaching is non-existing. It is replaced by private 
tut ion rather than it being the activity planned and 
organised by the school. This naturally leads to 
favouritism and resulting malpractices. 

Right from the times of the Hunter Commission, our 
educationists are shouting from house tops that our 
examination is defective and need to be improved. This 

i 

has became the chronic complaint, as regard social 
disparities the remedy is not reservation. What is 
needed here is an all round improvement in entire education 
structure. The question of medium of institution is an 
utterly neglected except in theory and problem speeches. 
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In spite of the fact that one percent of population speech 
in English, English as the medium of institution in 
gaining to the extent that the parents want to send their 
childrens to English Medium Schools and are willing pay 
even huge capitation fees. This is psychologically. 
Educationally, and economically very harmful to the 
childrens to the parents and to the society. It is accepted 
by educationists all over the world that the child's 
medium of learning must be his/her mother tongue. But in 
order to secure the future of the children, the parents go 
after English which was to have been replaced by Hindi by 
1965* according to the constitution. It is even more 
strongly entrenched to-day than before. This hypocracy 
practiced by the leaders, the Government and by the society 
is carring untold harm to the children. The NCERT must 
intervene and set the matters right for the cause of 
elementary education and more so for the development of the 
citizens of tomorrow.

Importance of children 1 s disruptive habits or 
behaviour patterns is recognised in recent years but 
little is known about the prevalence and severity of 
Various disruptive habits such as thumb sucking# nail 
biting# aggressive behaviour# chewirvg handkerchief or 
collars or bands etc. Such behaviours, if not identified 
and modified at an early stage# may become firm patterns 
of individual behaviour# create severe interruption in 
school learning# and cost enough to the society. 
Disruptive habits include only those habits or behaviours 
which are harmful for the child himself# or others# or 
both. The paper gives an account of the prevalence and 
severity of these disruptive habits among children at 
nursery and kindergarten level. The data is based on 
scientific observation and recording of 2#000 children's 
behaviour spread over a period of 10 years in an Indian 
nursery school. Results show that 62% children exhibit 
disruptive habits which are of concern. Not only

Neuroscience has divided the brain into two hemispheres, 
namely left and right. Researches tried to establish the 
dominance of one hemisphere over the other hemisphere.

It is accepted by most neuroscientists that left 
hemispherics are at a advantage for processing verbal 
stimuli which is associated with the language dominant area 
of the brain.

were found to have a negative influence on academic achievemen 
of the students. The correlates of achievement can .be- 
manipulated.

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As far as socio-economic status is concerned/ no 
manipulation with it is possible/ but the probable reason 
high achievement of students belonging to high socio- 
economic status might be educated parents and additional 
facilities of learning. If the parents of the students 
belonging to low SES and some additional facilities are 
provided then achievement of students of low SES can be 
jjnpro ved. 

Similarity, if the schools of rural areas can be 
well equipped, adequately trained teachers are made 

V 

available, rural areas are linked properly with cities 
than probably academic achievement of rural students can 
be enhanced. 

In respect of intelligence, one' cannot do anything 
to manipulate it, but if intelligence is considered as 
reasoning ability then the teachers can make efforts to 
increase reasoning power of the students by asking them 
questions of higher order providing them challenging 
situations wherein the students are required to use 
higher mental abilities etc. 



The creativity of the students can also be manipulated 
by asking divergent questions and exposing them to exercises 
which could provoke creativity. In addition to these, 
a teacher can also use various techniques like Brain stroming, 
Attribute listing, Synectics, Inquiry Training, Model etc., 
which can help in developing creative abilities of students. 

As far as, reading skills are concerned, deliberate

of reading of the students. This will enable them to 
read fast with comprehension, which will in turn help in 
increasing students' achievement. 

Like-wise development of better study-habits in 
students will also, to a certain degree, ensure better 
academic achievement of students. 

Attitude towards school, teachers, academic subjects, 
etc. depends on the experience they obtain on confronting 
the school etc. for the first time as well as when they 
face certain problems related to these. Thus efforts 
must be made by parents, teachers and administrative staff 
to make the experiences of students pleasant and satisfying 
and to solve the problem when and where it arises. This 
would certainly help in developing favourable attitudes in 
students which in turn may enhance students' achievement. 
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With respect to adjustment there are various 
techniques with the help >. _ ’which the students can kn° w 
themselves better like Transactional Analysis. Besides 
this various models like Value Discussion Model propounded 
by Sansanwal and Non Directive Model propounded by Rogers 
also help in better adjustment of students. Thus# i^ 
teachers and parents are trained in scientific ways o£ 
better adjustment# then they can help students in better 
adjustment. Once this done# the academic achievement 
of the students can be improved. 

. In order to increase the interest of the students m 
curricular# co-curricular and extra-curricular activities/ 
teachers must try to incorporate a variety of activities 
and use of various media in routine classroom teaching* 

This will help in arousing the interest of the students 
in various academic areas end will increase academic 
achievement of the students. 

Everywhere efforts are being made to develop bal ance< ^ 
personality of the child. This can be done by manipulating 
environment. All interested persons# like# parents# teachers, 
principal# planners# etc, can contribute significantly in , 
providing condusive environment for personality development.

The concept 'learning disability has recently evolved 
to cover the heterogenenous group of children. 

These children fail to learn for diverse reasons, they 
have one thing in common; developmental discripances in 
abilities and achievements. It is difficult to present a 
taxonomy of learning disabilities. Although the Bureau of 
Education for the handicapped of the U.S. (1977) . Myers and 
Hammill (1976) and Lerner (1976) have tried to give lists of 
disabilities. From their efforts two practical groups of 
learning disabilities can be prepared:; (l) The developmental 
disabilities and (2) the academic disabilities. 

These disabilities are due to unsatisfactory emphasis 

on developing thinking skills. During classroom teaching, 

learners should be provided opportunities to develop various 

type of thinking skills, like Themetic thinking* Exploratory 

thinking, productive thinking, etp. The lack of these 

thinking skills affects badly to the academic achievement of 

the lea rner and causes for learning disabilities. _

There are various approaches to develop these types of 
skills. One of them is self-instructional training, self- 
instruction is thought to promote the maintenance for learned 
skills and strategies by providing a general fram work for 
any cognitive task, by providing feed back and by including 
self-control over the entire process., This training includes 
five motivational/meta cognitive components. 

1. Planning; 

2. General or Specific strategy of instruction? 

3. Peed back mechanisms? 

4. Error correction and 

5. Self-reinforcement , 

If a teacher will emphasis on these metacognitive 
components during his teaching it will be helpful to adopt 
self Instructional approach by the learner. This approach 
will be helpful m developing different cognitive thinking 
skills and to overcome learning disabilities.

2055 Primary School Children of both Sexes, in 
the age group of 6 to 13 years were screened for the presence 
of mental health problems. 10 different primary schools 
were located in Field practise area of the primary Health 
Genre of Dayalpur which is a part of comprehensive Rural 
Health Services Project of the A.I.I.M.S. The children 
were screened through Rutter's Children Behaviour questionnair 
(Scale B). Later those children were clinically interviewed 
who had scored more than the cut off point. 


Results show that the common learning problems in 
the rural school children were - Poor memory 24.52%, Poor Com- j 
prehension 20.19%, Poor concontration 18.5%, specific learning 
disabilities 6.9%, anxiety and stress 11% and 6.9% had 
conduct problems effecting learning. An orientation to 
create awareness of mental health aspects, should be imparted 
to teachers, which in turn would help them to understand 
the students better.

So learning is rooted in 
sensation and therefore, effective teaching must utilise 
the sensory experiences which audio visual materials 
provide. Of course they are not an end in themselves 
but the means to an end. 

Audio visual Aids used properly will reduce the time 
and effort, in teaching and enrich the learning experience.

In the vast majority of schools, children are 
taught a past oriented curriculum with a lot of deadwood. 
Few educators notice the significance of the tr emend an c e 
changes taking place in Indian Society and fewer still 
are aware of the necessity to modify the curriculum in 
tune with the changing values and rhythms of life. 
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Education departments should have curriculum develop¬ 
ment centres to formulate courses with relevance to the 
future.

The factor of intelligence (as measured 
through Raven's Progressive Matrices) and sex were further 
controlled by matching technique. Vigilance performance 
of 120 subjects in the sample was measured through figure 
cancellation test prepared by the investigators themselves. 
Results indicate that vigilance performance of school 
goers was better in comparison to non-school goers at all 
three levels of cognitive development. Also schooling 
makes the group more homogeneous so far as vigilance 
performance is concerned.

Education for the learning disabled is a field 
unequaled in growth by any other area of education for 
exceptional students. Unknown to most educators prior to 
1965, it was familiar to all special educators by 1970. 

The term learning disabilities'was used by most educators 
by 1975 and has since been regularly used - and misused 
- by the press, school boards, legislators and professionals

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Children with learning disabilities constitute a 
relatively recent addition to special education. In the 
special education literature, the word exceptional is 
used to describe children who because of their psychological 
physical-educational problems require for their instruction 
special methods and specially trained teachers. Occassionally, 
and erroneously, exceptional is used as a synonym for 
specific learning disabled. The definitions of the two 
terms are related but they are not equivalent learning 
disability is used to describe a specific type of exceptional 
child, it is not a genesic term for all children who have 

learning problems in school.

The historical antecedents of learning disabilities 
have been traced to the works of a few prominent persons 
who have influenced educotional practice, research, and 
theory. Observations' of neurologically impaired children 
with disturbances of language, reading, writing, and arithmetic 
led some to conclude that parallel Relationships existed 
in children with learning disorders. Learning disorders 
were thought of as manifestations of neurological dysfunction 
that was caused by gither a genetically determined developmental 
disorder or acquired brain damage. 
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Char ac teris tics^of 

The characteristics observed in children with 
specific learning disorders may be divided arbitrarily 
into atleast six categories', including disorders of: 

1. Motor activity 

2. Emotionality 

3. Perception 

4. Symbolization 

5. Attention and ' 

6. Memory 

The categories are not mutually exclusive groupings; 
intact, learning disabled children tend to,exhibit behavioui 
associated with several, and occassionally all, categories. 

Certain other characteristics have also been associate 
with children who have been called learning disabled and 
have been employ-d as significant factors in screening, 
identification, and diagnosis. The only common trait 
to be found among all children with learning disabilities 
is a discrepancy between apprent ability to learn and 
actual academic achievement. The characteristics of 
learning disabled are generally considered to be either 
the reasons for or the results of thi learning disability. 
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Learning disabled children generally have normal 

4 

or above average intellectual ability. That means they 
reach most of the developmental milestones at the appropriate 
age level or even sometimes earlier. They are benefitted 
by casual experiences in their life and acquired knowledge 
and skills essential for leading normal life. Usually 
they are not easily differentiated from normal population. 

They may go undetected till they experience continues 
failure in academic skills. But a closer look at them 
reveal that they have certain characteristics which 
though observe among othur children of same age and 
intelligence, are manifested in tlveir behaviour to a 
significantly greater extent than others. These characteristic 
may be persistent for a longer time in their life time 
than others. The knowledge of such characteristics and 
their behavioural manifestation are useful in identifying 
the learning disabled at a very early stage itself. Such 
an early identification helps in taking proper remedial 
measures at the right time, so that further problems 
can be either prevented or at least reduced considerably. 
Learning Problems occur frequently at all grade levels and 
among different types of students. These problems are 
related to objectives, subject matter, instructional 
material, Learners, Teachers, Physical facilities and 
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home-school relations a Many learning problems may be 
prevented by a good teacher by creating effective learning 
situations written available resources and physical 

facilities according to the Individual nheds, interests

and abilities 4 Other learning problems may bo detected 
in the earlier stages and corrective measures us,ed before 

serious condition develops.

Research seems to support tho concept that it is 

important to diagnose and begin to habilitate children 

with learning disabilities as early as possible, preferably 

before they start to learn reading in the first grade.

There are very few longitudinal studies completed from 
which we can draw conclusions. However, those which have 
been attempted seem to indicate that the percentage of 
children with learning disabilities who are habilitated is 
very high for those started by first grade and falls 
off for each year beyond first grade. It has also been 
noted that after third grade the rehabilitation rate 
decreases quite rapidly-* 
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To sum up, Learning Problems of children mostly 
relate to objectives, subject matter, instructional materials, 
characteristics of learners and teachers, Physical facilities, 
classroom interaction and home/school relations which affect 
their academic achievement in the school settings. These 
cut across different aspects. One problems may relate to 
two or more aspects. Dealing with the learning disabled is 
one of the major challenges before the classroom teacher. 

To meet challenge effectively, the teacher should have a 
thorough understanding of the nature of the learning 
disabilities and the process of diagnosis of academic and 
non-academic problems eminating from them.

Learning problems are always viewed from the 
side of the learner. In fact/ uptil recently, 'Learner' 
was held responsible for his problems. 

Only Jean Piaget, Jerome Bruner etc., have turned 
the disposition and made the .educators to think about 
the Environment, Process and Teacher as also responsible 
for the problems of learners. 

The present paper proposes a few such preparatory 
aspects' from the side of the teacher that contribute 
for the 'learning problems' of children s- 

The adaptations that result due to interactions 
between the maturing child and the culture that prevails 
in the environment provides a style of "communicability" 
to the individual child which if not understood by the 
educator, at the time of ‘evaluation 1 may lead to a 
wrong conclusion that could be referred as a "problem 
behaviour" of the child.

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"Conceptions of student "differ because of 
individualization in Perception/ action and conception. 

Hence in the process of evaluation where we decide 
whether the learning objectives have been achieved or 
not/ the "understanding" aspect has to be considered 
basing over a carefully planned curriculum wherein as 
many as possible individual conceptualizations could be 
facilitated and checkfed. 

Another important point to be paid attention is 
the "time allotment" to the Topics and the "freedom to 
be provided" to the children. If not, planned learning 
problems will arise due to confusion which in turn will 
effect the build up of "knowledge". 

There exists some "conceptual obstacles" that 
differ from "conceptual difficulties" and are experienced 
by the children inherently.

Learning problems will also swell because of the 
"shallow repertoire in the non-content frames" 

Lot has yet to be done and a couple of new approaches 
for rearing "rational solution added with an appropriate 
planning for discussion" are suggested.

MEASUREMENT OF DISCRIMINATION

Discrimination learning is one of the significant 
dimensions of learning. Discrimination learning and its 
generalization plays important role in developing 
cognitive- ability of an individual. A review of the 
experimental researches shows that most of the studies

The present paper deals with measurement of relative 

discrimination learning of school and college students as 

well as its generalization by them. Relative discrimination 

and the Generalization tests(Non—verbal) developed by the 

author have been elaborated. In each of the two tests, 

the Jiscriminad used are two arrows - one with acute 

angle and the other with obtuse angle. The two arrow 

figures on each of the eight cards in each of the two tests 

are exposed tachistoscopically over a number of trials 

till criterion of mastery, that is,two consecutive error less 

trials. The total number of errors till the criterion of 

mastery is the response measure of a subject. The validity 

and reliability of the Discrimination as well as the

Learning disabilities are but one of many developmental 
disorders that concern families, educators,psychologists 
and -physicians. The present study was carried out in 
four corporation schools in Coimbatore city, the sample 
comprising of 75 learning disabled and an equal number of 
non-learning disabled children. Each group had 45 boys 
and 30 girls. The tools used include the Intelligence 
test (WISC-R), Bender Gestalt test. My Kalebust's pupil 
Behaviour check list, questionaire to elicit developmental 
and performance history. Pre and post testing of_ progress¬ 
ive Relaxation Training also formed a part of the study. 

The learning disabled group was compared with non- 
learnfhg disabled in terms of developmental history,class 
room performance and impact of progressxve Relaxation 
Training. The relaxation training was found to improve 
the class room performance, auditory comprehension listening

The learning problems of children arise out of

several factors. Some of these factors are within the 
child while others are in the environment. The term 
learning disability indicates limited learning ability. 

For practical purpose, children with learning 
problems can be categorized into four or five groups. 

One would be slow learners, a second could be children 
with problems with psychological processes like 
perception, attention, problems in visual-motor co¬ 
ordination resulting in specific learning disability in 
reading, writing, spelling and arithmatic. The third 
group comprises of children with behaviour problems and 
in the fourth group of children are those who are 
culturally and socially disadvantaged. 

The early identification and assessment of the 
children with learning abilities prevent deterioration 
in disability and secondary disabilities, disturbances, 
helps us to provide appropriate aids and appliances to 
overcome disability and to prevent drop out of such 
children from school.

The School Counsellors whenever available can 
provide educational and occupational information related 
to the interests and aptitudes of students or bhe vocational 
courses they are studying. 

Effective use of leisure time is also important 
in the development of the whole person. Reading for 
enjoyment through story-books, magazines, newspapers, etc. 
should be promoted. Students may be told about various 
social services or athletic organizations that exist in 
the community. It is suggested that teachers pre-service 
and inservice training programme should have an input 
of basic knowledge regarding child psychology and child 
centred approaches to teaching. It is necessary to 
create a general atmosphere of awareness in schools about 
learning disabilities.

Inadequate instruction refers to the learning 
environment of the school. Lower level of intellectual 
functioning hearing problem or visual problem lie in the 
child. Those defects do create learning problems. 

Some disabled children, particularly children with 
mild disabilities like lower level of intellectual function¬ 
ing and deficits in a adaptive behaviour. Visual impair¬ 
ment, hearing impairment and locomotor impairment may be 
in the classroom. Children with low mental ability. They 
may have no physical problem low mental ability which shows 
through in low academic achievement. These children need 
to be provided with training in communication skills 
through practice in Social situation, children with learning 
disability which are not having hearing or visual impair¬ 
ment. For example some children always read and write 'b' 
as 'a' 'was' as 'srn' ,'21' as *12'.etc. 
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The teacher should have dene a corrective and

ENVIRONMENTAL DEPRIVATION AND

The human infant, like any other organism is 
dependent on his environment and the deprivation of the 
environmental stimulating conditions at the early life may 
have ever lasting effects like weak spots, distortion as 
well as to arrest the development. The chi Id's - self concept 
is largely a reflection of the way others react to him and 
if parents do not see him as being of worth and reject 
him, it becomes difficult for the child to think of himself 
in a positive way and finally results to low performance in 
the classroom. Another very acute problem that of language 
deficiency and differences amongst the socially disadvantaged 
groups comes up because of less conversation and interaction

labelled children from the deprived group as inferior 
students which leads to the problem of motivation and learning. 
It is therefore required on the part of the teachers that 
they should not discriminate on the basis of their low socio¬ 
economic backgrounds and develop positive receiptive attitude 
to build stimulating environment for the student.s from the 
deprived group. The teaching strategies particularly for 
the deprived-students needed to be strengthened by gearing 
instructional material according to the needs, pace and 
level of the students.

The present retrospective study assessed the prevalence 
of learning problems of children as perceived by parents. The 
sample consisted '.of cases registered in Child Guidance Clinic,

August,1991 ta July,1992. After screening 45^ cases, 26% were

found to have <pome with the presenting complaint of learning 
problems.’ They were analysed for detailed clinical evaluation 
and psychometric tfesting.

No remedies can be made unless an etiological 
framework is made. Learning disabilities are usually considered 
perplexing discrepancies between some well developed abilities 
and other poorly developed learning skills and are difficult to 
understand since children possess the necessary aptitudes, abilities 
as well as psychological and physiological factors. 

Causes of learning disabilities can be broadly 
ks± classified into- Educational, Environmental, Psychological 
and Physiological factors. 

1. Educational Factors : Certain educational factors bothon the 
part of teachers as well as students regarding method, materials, 

i ' 

and curriculum lead to learning disabilities in children. 

2. Environmental Factors: Every learner requires certain basic 

physical , social and emotional features ,tp facilitate learning 

* 

and successful acquisitipn/ of basic skills, the absenoa or 
quality of these features' can cause learning disabilities 
among children. 

3. Psychological factors; Disorders in basic psychological 
processes like perception, recall and conceptualisation peer, 

teacher-taught relations and lack of general psychological climate 
lead to learning disabilities. 

4 . physiological Factors: Brain injury, dysfunction of Central 

Nervous System, Genetic, Biochemical and Metabolic disorders. 
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toxic elements, dtp, peri and postnatal oroblems, maturatione!] 
lag and neurological disturbances also result in learning 
disabilities . 

The criterion for diagnosis of learning dis- 
abilities include important dimension ss-chronological 
agr , grade level, specific academic disabilities, 
different modps of le--rring and underncbioveraert.

But ov- roll 
they do play r. vital rol, in programme for le-rning 
disabled children. 

Parents are best suited for solving learning 
disability problems since they have the gr^^t^st 
emotional md intell pc tu^l 1nv"stm=nt in their 
own childrens 1 devel opm°nt , problems ard future. 

They do not have to wait Cor someone else to take 
initiative . Therefore , they can and must assume 
great r c sponsiblity for getting services their 
children P'-'ed. 

Physicians, psychologists ana educators depend 
on i arents for feedback, cooperation and reinforcement. 

Since parents ere the first and primary

teachers of children at home and ± j.!/ the first 



school of social life , parents help in developing 
appropriate skills like rlertn'-ss, activity levels, 
language, motor abiility ^nd social behaviour. Once 
m'de aware of tb= target behaviours they facilitate 
their dev- lopmmt by encouraging the children at home. 
Tb-'y also participate in informal and formal eonfererces 
with the teachers of children with learning disabilities.

Of course , for this oerents 
should be provided proper information and training so 
thpt under expert supervision '"hey can r ct as perent- 
tuto rs . 

Informed parents, *’ith regular communication and 
support from professionals can improve environmental 
conditions for their children and exhibit appropriate 
parent behaviour needed in d°v=lopment of basic skills 
in children. Parents can also help by participating 
actively in decision-making regarding their children. 
Education and training mn be provided to young 
adults for future parenthood and childcare . 

Most parents of learning disabled children 
go through periods of wanting to hide their guilt," 
deni ml, frustration, wishing someone else would do 
something, hoping it will go a way and other defensive 
postures. They fail to admit their child's problem. 
Whatever th^ir mesons, manv of these parents ere at 
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a decided disadvantage ir. not knowing either the 
characteristics of learning disabilities or the 
services available for their children. 

Thus, keeping in mind the fact that parents 
pl^y 'n indi spensi ble role in the complete developme 
of th-^ir children th- M key to the problem is of 
course, mutual resp>-ct ^nd communication between 
parents ~nd the pro fe s ei anals working with the 
learning disabled children.
